The day 
after sentence has been passed these ex- 
ecutioners call on the veteran, attack 
him with stones and spears and drive 
him into the wilderness.

The ephemere assists itself with the 


point of its little nails as firmly as it 
can. It makes a movement similar to 


• that of a shiver, then the skin on tbe 


middle of the back breaks apart, the 
wings slip out of their sheath, as we 
sometimes take off our gloves by turn- 
ing them inside out. 
After this strip- 


ping the epheraere begins to fly. Some- 


1 times it holds itself straight up on the 


surface of the water on the end of its tail, 
flapping its wings one against the 
other. It takes no nourishment in the 
five or six hours which are the limit of 
its life.. It seems to have been formed 
but to multiply, for it does not leave 
its state of a worm until it is ready to 
deposit its eggs, and it dies as soon as 
they are deposited. 


In three days' time one sees appear 


and die all species of ephemeres. They 
last sometimes until the fifth day, for 
the reason that some malady has affect- 
ed some of them and prevents them from 
changing at the same time as the 
others. —Exchange.

scribes tfie Hardships Involved In Summer 


Campaigning In tfie Philippines. 


THE STORY OP A HIGH PRIVATE, 


| ERE in the Philippines Sunday is 


ahvviys washday among our sol- 
dier boys. The only exception to 


this general rule is when there is trou- 
ble on hand and the American troops are 
too busy upholstering the hills of Lu- 
zon with dead Filipinos to stop and 
wield the soap bar and washboard. 
But when things 
ate 
quiet around 


camp you can always see hundreds of 


the stmy. 
When the rainy season 


comes to these islands it brings with it 
a foe that stout hearts and good steel 
and all the gunpowder in Manila can- 
not withstand. 
This foe makes his 


presence felt first by a feeling of de- 
pression and uneasiness, then a stiff- 
ness, then a chill that shakes the vic- 
tim till his teeth chatter, and then a 
raging fever that puts him on his back. 


then more tons of quinine until the 
very taste of ;t haunts your nightmar- 
ish ill earns, and pi .lying to Uod that 
you may last out the rainy season and 
live to help plant Old Glory on the re- 
motest mountain top in all the Philip- 
pine archipelago for all time. 


Over this forloinly pictmosque and 


tumble down old city of Manila the 
stars and stripes aie waving as I 
write this, but just at present among 
the waiwoin boys who are patrolling 
its ancient streets and its gray old 
fortresses there is a sort of temporary 
feeling of hopelessness. Not that they 
have by any means given up. But be- 
tween 
now and next October, it is 


well known, little can actually be done 
toward 
finally 
rounding up "Aggie" 


and bringing this undesirable war to a 
close. The shipload of leaden caskets 
which has aust arrived here to carry 
home the American dead has not ex- 
actly brightened up things about camp, 
for one can't help speculating whether 


Some of these pious and meek looking 


Filipinos whu come about our camp are 
piodigiously eloquent in their protesta- 
tions of friendship to the Americans. 
Not long ago a. handful of our men got 
hold of one of these amigos who was 
suspiciously military looking 
in 
his 


bearing. 
He was ostensibly parrying 


baskets of rice into camp, but seemed 
\to look about him and size up the sit- 
l uation 
altogether 
too 
inquisitively. 


J Quick as a flash three or four of our 
1 mon nabbed him. One of them tore his 
gingham shirt from his shoulders, and 
there, plain as day, w-as the telltale 
sign of his treachery. 
The hollow of 


his right shoulder was black and blue. 
Now there 
is 
only one thing that 


causes that peculiar marking of the 
shoulder front, and it is the repeated 
kicking of a iille butt against it. In 
other wouls, heie was a man who had 
probably but a few days before been 
actually raining hostile bullets among 
our 
men 
now 
calmly meandering 


through an American camp and spying 
upon us. 
The orders respecting the 


treatment of friendlies by our men are 
very strict; otherwise there would have 
been one lynched insurrecto that day. 


These deceitful tactics of the Fili- 


pinos have served to harden the heart 
of the American against him, where 
otherwise there might be «ome natural" 
compunction about killing half civilized 
negroes when it was remembered that 
the 
killers 
in question 
came half 


way 
round the 
world 
to 
do 
up 


the 
hated 
Spaniard 
and 
not 
to 


pepper at ignorant Asiatics. 
But as 


tacked Americans. They came groping 
through the darkness by way of the 
very bridge about which the Filipinos 
had taken up their position. As they 
approached the bridge they were chal- 
lenged in the regulation American way: 
"Halt! Who's there?" 


This challenge was in the sweetest of 


American voices, so the unsuspecting 
officer of the advancing party respond- 
ed, "Company E, Thuteenth Minne- 
sota." The words were no sooner out 
of the officer's mouth than he heard 
through the darkness the following 
command: "Ready! Aim' Fire!" The 
next moment a murderous fne rained in 
upon the unhappy Company 13. 


"My Gotl, men," screamed the Minne- 


sota captain, "you're murdering your 
own flesh and blood!" 


A loud jeer went up at this, and a 


shadowy battalion of Filipino soldiers 
fell back from the bridge and melted 
away in the darkness. Their officer had 
delibeiately used an American chal^ 
lenge to entrap the Minnesota company. 


It is such things as these, and they 


are now almost a matter of ancient his- 
tory with us, that have hardened the 
hearts of the American soldier against 
the native. The mutilation of the dead 
by these barbarous Asiatics is a sub- 
ject upon which I do not care to speak. 
It is not so often practiced as you may 
have been led to believe, but when it 
has occurred it has been of such a re- 
volting chaiacter that words do not 
fitly describe the frenzy of mad rage 
and passion for revenge which it excitss 
in our boys, especially when the re- 
ir one can't help speculating whether pepper at ignorant Asiatics. 
But as in our boys, especially 


some way become identified with the 
American soldier in every part of this 
world—this is the artistic chapeau 
which one sees all about the old city of 
Manila, 
with 
the 
gentle rains 
of' 


heaven usually dripping, just at pres- 
ent, from its generous brim. 


Conspicuous about the streets of Ma- 


nila today are the Chinamen and the 
Spaniards. There are really a surpris- 
ing number of dons in the city, and one 
is constantly struck by their cold, re- 
lined, handsome dark faces. 
They 


have little or nothing to say, and watch 
the course of events with a certain im- 
passive taciturnity that is not w ithout 
a touch o£ badness. The Chinaman, on 
the other hand, is always srolesquely 
gleeful and active about Manila, and 
remembering "Aggie's" threat to the 
effect that the Just thing he should do 
when he captured the city would be to 
attend to the Chinese, the ouhnary 
John Chinaman is inwardly lejolcmg 
that the Americans aio sticking to the 
campaign and intend to become rulc-rs 
of the islands. 
While the Ameiiean 


troops have been writing liberty acioss 
Luzon, although writing it in blood, the 
wily celestial has 
been making hay 


while the sun shone. Most of the Chi- 
nese here have 
been carrying on a 


thuving trade in small wares and the 
necessities of life—in v.hich one must, 
of couise, include beei—with the over 
generous and too careless American 
soldier boy. 


In one way, too, the Chinaman has 


been our good Samaritan, for his work 
as the soldier's nurse has been surpris- 
ingly efficient. He stands fatigue and 
the climate of the "rainy season" veiy 
well, and, though occasionally some- 
what treacherous, makes a very good 
body servant for our officers. lie likes 
nothing better than peddling little deli- 
cacies 
among the troops, for which, 


naturally, ho charges exorbitant prices, 
knowing the "Melicans" have a weak- 
ness for good things to eat. But as a 
rule there is no cause for complaint 
against the commissariat department 
out here, for even our field rations com- 
prise such things as canned salmon, 
canned corned beef, canned tomatoes 
and very good .bacon. When perma- 
nently lodged, as we are at present, we 
fare much better, and on our elaborate 
bill of fare you will find such things as 
frozen fresh meat from Australia and 
nice new potatoes from Hongkong and 
all sorts of tinned goods. 
Sometimes, 


too, even such dainties as evaporated 
fruits and condensed soups and split 
peas and a little 3am or jelly are not 
unknown in camp, and make the dys- 
peptic campaigner feel that life is 
sometimes almost really worth living. 
But as a rule the air of 
depression 


which I have spoken of as hanging 
over Manila at the present time is a 
trifle too serious to be permanently dis- 
sipated by a little gastronomic treat. 


It is amusing to w atch the grim smile 


with which the older veterans, after 
their many months of active Filipino 
hunting, greet the newly arrived re-en- 
forcements which are continually dis- 
embarking and lightheai tedly taking up 
quarters here. It is useless to deny 
that the volunteers are homesick and 
want to get back to the land of the 
free once more, though of course they 
say little about such things as home 
about camp. It creates disturbances. 
In our quarters we have an agreement 
whereby the first man who begins talk- 
ing of home shall be stripped of his 
rubber blanket and turned out naked 
into the night, for if there is one thing 
on earth that is disquieting and un- 
settling it is to hear some homesick 
Jioy wondering if the big yellow harvest 


Boldiers of a Sunday morning, stripped 
to the waist, and making the soapsuds 
fly like a. Montana snowstorm. 
This 


is the only chance the boys have of 
freshening up their soiled and grimy 
linen, and though you come across an 
occasional soldier who seems to have a 
rooted antipathy for water and cleanli- 
ness, the American trooper as a rule 
is somewhat of a crank about the con- 
dition of his own cussed skin. Men 
who have been used to an enamel bath 
with nickel piated faucets are here glad 
enough to get hold of a discarded dish- 
pan, and in it perfom their morning 
ablutions with both grace and dispatch. 


As for water, heaven knows there's 


enough of it! 
There's water every- 


where. 
Blankets are soaked with it. 


Bread is soggy with it. 
Leather boots 


are moldy and clothes are perpetually 
steaming with it. 
If you don't watch 


out your rifle will rust with it and you 
will wish in the depths of your aqueous 
soul that you were born a. duck. For 
this is what is known as the "rainy 
eeason" in the Philippine Islands, and 
any unsophisticated agnostic at home 
who thinks it is misnamed ought to 
come over here and try to live through 
it under canvas. 
Eicefields that three 


months ago looked as green and gently 
undulating as Indiana meadowland 
are now a desolate stretch of water 
swept bog, marsh, swamp, anything 
that suggests the superlative of ter- 
restrial ooziness. 
Through this our 


boys have to plow their weary way 
time and time again. When tired of 
•the bog they are given a little taste of 
the bush, where they push their way 
through underbrush reeking with the 
too generous rains of heaven. 
Travel- 


ing by road they sink up to their boot 
tops in black mud. 
From showering 


dawn until drizzling dusk 
they are 


rained upon from above, and when the 
clouds let up there are always a few 
Filipinos in ambush somewhere about 
to provide a leaden substitute. 
The 


trenches are filled with water and con- 
verted into miniature canals up and 
down which you could all but ferry an 
Erie canalboat. 
Insignificant little 


strtams, once no more than ankle deep, 
now hem us in with six or ten good 
feet of mud laden, raging water. 


But this ia not the saddest jaart of 


babbling deliriously of his home and 
his sweetheart, and at the end, as a 
rule, of his mother. It is a terrible 
thing to see big, stalwart, careless men 
stricken down ,an this mysterious and 
deadly way, and it makes you think 
over all the little things you have done 
in the past and the things left undone, 
and starts you wondering just when 
your own time is going to come. The 
haunting fear of it takes the spirit out 
of men who would laugh in the face 
of 40 armed Filipinos. It is a microbe 
guarded ambuscade that no scouting 
party can ever foretell. 


When it is not fever it is dysentery, 


and three days of it is often enough 
for the stoutest and strongest man. It 
seizes him in an hour, and though he 
is hurried off to the hospital, he seems 
to melt away like April snow in Ken- 
tucky, and before word has got round 
camp that he is down a burial squad 
is ordered out and his last bed is made 
in four feet of Philippine mud. Some- 
times the man you may be putting to 
bed in this grim way is a campmate or 
old comrade of yours, who perhaps 
went to the same little schoolhouse 
with you when you were boys together, 
and when this thing happens you find 
that you can't swallow your soggy bread 
for a day or two or sleep at night be- 
tween your moist blankets, and if you 
happen to get facing a band of Fili- 


them, because you 
s a sort of deadly 


madness m your heart which nothing 
but killing can ease away or make you 
forget. 


The officers 
of 
the different regi- 


ments here are, of course, doing their 
utmost to fight off the fevers and keep 
the camps in a sanitary co'ndition and 
look after the welfare of the boys, but 
the brainiest and bravest officer who 
ever came out of West Point is not 
worth much when it comes to fighting 
against atmosphere. Gunpowder isn't 
goin,j to clear away the miasma laden 
air that broods over the damp woods 
and valleys of these pestilential islands 
during the rainy season, and the offi- 
cers themselves feel their helplessness. 
So it is only a matter of looking for 
the highest and dryest quarters, retir- 
ing closer upon Manila, as we have 
done, swallowing tons and tons and 


pinos, God help 
won't, for there

he'll go home inside or outside one of 
these lead boxes. 


Word is gcmg about here that re-en- 


forcements are on their way to Manila 
at the present time and that we are to 
have an addition of some long needed 
cavalry, besides some American negro 
troops. But the officers are very ret- 
icent about discussing such things be- 
fore the men and consequently we are 
pretty well kept guessing. So in the 
meantime, during this period of en- 
forced inactivity when we have more 
time to think about our little griev- 
ances, there is a general feeling of de- 
pression hanging over this place. 
I 


suppose this is mostly due to the cli- 
mate, for when one is inhaling mucky, 
humid, fever germed and debilitating 
air such as you get when the rains are 
on here they are not likely to feel es- 
pecially chirpy and chipper. When the 
occasional chance does come for a 
brush with the enemy, however, our 
boys soon forget their little discomforts 
and show spirit enough in wading after 
a bunch of insurrectos through half 
flooded ricefields. 


But as the off season advances here 


there is a tendency for our forces to 
reconcentrate m and about Manila. 
The result is, of course, that much of 
the territory which has been won and 
occupied by our men at considerable 
loss will pass once more into the hands 
of "Aggie." This is resented by many 
of 
our boys, who protest that' they

combatants"

enough that each and every one of 
them will take up arms against Uncle 
Sam just so soon as the first oppor- 
tunity arrives.

I look about me and see what has 
taken place all around Luzon it seems 
to me that just this little birth of ha- 
tred is one of the most hellish features 
of war. It is not only the loss and 
suffering which warfare imposes upon 
innocent people, but more the harden- 
ing of the hearts of the soldiers them- 
selves, to the instincts of humanity and 
sympathy. Such warfare naturally im- 
plies a process of brutalization, but it 
is very like the hard heartedness of the 
surgeon who has to cut away the rot- 
ting limb. 


Before any final judgment can be 


passed upon our boys it must be re- 
membered that they are contending 
against an enemy which does not make 
war under the principles and methods 
of civilized nations. In their ways of 
fighting they are more like those old 
Apaches of Arizona than anything I 
can think of in this connection. They 
never stand up and meet us squarely 
face to face. They fire, retreat and melt 
away, crawling back through under- 
brush to fire again and still once more 
decamp. 
In many of their strategic 


movements, in fact, they are even more 
unscrupulous than the red man. This 
I can best illustrate by an actual oc- 
curi ence which took place near the 
railroad line that runs from Caloocan 
to Malolos, where companies of 
the 


Thirteenth Minnesota and the Second 
Oregon were stationed on guard duty. 


These guards had been fired on so 


often by insurrectos that scouting par- 
ties were sent up the Marilao river, 
and a few of these scouts were camped 
one midnight near the Bocave bridge. 
Here their sentinels were fired on and 
driven in, and the captain, seeing that 
he was all but surrounded by Filipinos, 
quietly withdrew and left the enemy 
raining lead into his empty camp. 
Meanwhile a second party, hearing the 
firing, came to the assistance of the at- 


mains have been recognized as those of 
some old friend or camp comrade. 


It is the usual thing for an American 


soldier when shot down and left for 
even the shortest space of time on the 
field to be found stripped from head to 
heels. His arms and shoes are always 
taken first, and, when fhere is a chance, 
clothing is carried away as well. I 
know of the case oJ one private who 
was shot through the neck and fell. 
He was overlooked in the excitement, 
and when, three hours later, he was 
found by the Red Cross people he lay 
on the ground as naked as the day he 
was born. The Filipinos, it seems, had 
sneaked out and, finding him uncon- 
scious from his wound, 
straightway 


fell to stripping him. Thinking, pre- 
sumably, that the wounded private was 
already dead, they did not take the 
trouble to dispatch him. The strange 
part of the affair was that the wound 
of the private in question was merely 
superficial, and in a day or two he was 
about again, but not before he had se- 
cured a new uniform of a blue flannel 
shut and an old pair of duck trouseis. 


This costume, by the way, has come 


to be the general order of the day. If 
it is not a flannel shirt, it is a gingham 
one, and the trousers, it must be con- 
fessed, are often enough rather un- 
military looking, with their grotesque 
patchings and innumerable rents. The 
regulation "slouch" hat now reigns the 
favorite, «mce those officers who im- 
ported Asiatic pith helmets soon found 
that pushing one's way through dense 
underbrush ruined a cork hat in about 
one-half day.

Tie formal taking possession of the 


route of the Yuehban railway In China 
by the official party representing the 
Brlce syndicate Is the story of con- 
querors entering a vanquished country. 


The party marched 1,400 miles, at- 


tended on the 750 miles which covered 
the conceded right of way by 100 Chi- 
nese soldiers and where the route lay 
near to navigable rivers by two Chi- 
nese gunboats. In the party were two 
Chinese mandarins, ostensibly repre- 
senting the Chinese Imperial railway 
department. At all the provincial cap- 
itals native governors received the 
party by orders from the various vice- 
roys. The party was In charge of 
Civil Engineer William Barclay Par- 
sons, who, with Executive Committee- 
man F. W. Whitridge, has just return- 
ed from Washington, where, through 
Secretary of State Hay, they "invok- 
ed the moral support of the United 
States government" In aid of the en- 
terprise.

Richard Gray, the physi- 
cian's patient, required 11 Inches of 
skin to save one of his arms from am- 
putation.

"ad."

19 to 47 years. 
Some wanted the 


money, somo were moved by curiosity, 
and some were influenced by a desire 
to help the suffering boy. Not so many 
were needed, and after an examination 
Dr. Prescott selected four who he 
thought would do. The rest were told 
they were not needed, but some of 
them became importunate, says the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 


"I cannot sell even my flesh so that I 


can get food," muttered one old man, 
the oldest of the throng, when h? was 
told the doctor would not need him. 


"Take all the skin you want, doctor, 


If it will do the boy any good. I will 
stand for it," said William T. Elklns, 
who was one of the four men selected. 


The young man whose arm was to 


be patched up was brought in and laid 
on a table. 
Elkins stood near him, 


and the other three young men watch- 
ed while their comrade bared his arm 
and prepared to be "peeled." At the 
Bight of the first cut one of them faint- 
ed, and the other two promptly backed 
out and refused to contribute any skin. 
Gray covered his eyes and could not 
look on while the surgeon pared bit 
after bit of skin from Elkins. The lat- 
ter never flinched, but with the ut- 
most heroism urged the doctor to take 
all he needed. The entire amount de- 
sired was therefore taken from the one 
man, and he was paid much more than 
the $2 offered in the advertisement. 


Elkins was in excellent physical con- 


dition, and the wound caused him lit- 
tle distress. 
But what was so little 


to him was everything to Gray, and 
now, 
with a new covering for the 


bones of his arm made of Elkins' skin, 
he has already gained the ability to 
move his fingers. Dr. Preseott expects

of an Army Nurse 


the Philippine^. 


Marjorie Henshaw, one of the army 


nurses ia the Philippines, has written 
a letter to a friend in Washington, un- 
der date of Manila, April 26, which is, 
in part, as follows, says the "Washing- 
ton Star: 


"The rush has been simply continu- 


ous since our arrival, and until the 
coming of the Sheridan with Miss 
Glad win there was no let up whatever 
In the work of supervising the nurses 
at the 
hospitals, 
Housekeeping of 


nurses' home, dispensing Red Cross 
supplies and answering emergency 
calls to officers' wives sick in their 
homes. It has been go, go from early! 
morning till late at night, with many1 
a night call besides. The nurses were 
needed, every onp, in the hospitals 
from 7:30 a. m. till 6 p. m., thus leav- 
ing no one available for all outside and 
extra work but myself. In addition of- 
ficials had to be interviewed on all oc- 
casions. 


"I did not call for more nurses be- 


cause the Sheridan had not yet arriv- 
ed. Colonel Woodhull was expected in 
Manila every day and a reorganization 
in the hospitals . result of his advent. 
Despite every difficulty, I am glad to 
say we are doing a work that each 
member of an auxiliary will feel proud 
of and will compensate for the effort 
and expense. To begin with, on the 
Grant 552 cases were ••ared for by the 
nurses during the trip, together with a 
like number on the other transports. 
In Manila we began work in the hos- 
pitals on arrival. In the large general 
hospital auxiliary nurses are in the 
surgical wards, receiving the wounded 
from the 'firing line,' and one has 
charge of the officers' ward (27 beds) 
at same. In the 'second reserve' excel-" 
lent service is being rendered in caring 
for typhoid and chronic cases. I have 
free rein to go through the hospitals 
and dispense the good things provided 
by auxiliaries (where they are needed), 
thus covering a very large field and 
enjoying a happy and satisfactory re- 
lationship with surgeons in charge of 
hospitals. 


"Useless to report, since we left New1 


York (or, in fact, before leaving the 
harbor) to this moment our supplies 
have proved incalculable. The patients 
enjoy a sufficiency of ice arid every 
special delicacy that can be male or 
procured through our funds. It is right 
hard work, and while Manila in many 
ways might be an ideal place to live in 
it is a very hard place to work in."

Besides the Chinese troops and the 


crews'of the gunboats, they had 50 
coolie servants and carriers. The prin- 
cipals of the party entered the empire 
at Shanghai, penetrating the interior 
In a westerly direction 650 miles to 
Hankow, which will be the northern 
station of the American syndicate road 
and the southern station of the Belgian 
road from Peking. 


At Hankow the work of the expedi- 


tion began. The governor kowtowed 
and drank the health of the party, fur- 
nished it an armed escort and dispatch- 
ed couriers to bespeak polite receptions 
along the line of survey. 
The route 


lay almost due south from Hankow, 
through the three central states of the 
empire, and most of the way the sur- 
vey ran near one of f<nir rivers, to 
which the surveyors returned at night 
to their two houseboats, the Mary Ann 
and the Daisy. 


The natives followed the "foreign 


devils" in hundreds. Young Brice, who 
was the only blond in the party and 
the first fair haired youth the Chinese 
ever had seen, was unanimously de- 
clared to be the "chief devil" of all. 


The first trouble occurred on last 


Christmas day, when the Americans 
at their holiday dinner were hemmed 
in by a mob of hungry coolies. They 
had to be placated with gifts of food 
and trinkets. This was on the border 
of Hunan province, at Ping Shin Pu. 
On that day Mr. Parsons found a pass 
into the valley of the Slang river and 
named it Christmas pass. Officers have 
Ing met there warned the expedition not 
to penetrate farther into Hunan. But 
Mr. Parsons knew the character of the 
official warnings^ sent in advance by 
the viceroys and ne pushed on. • At the 
first stopping place, Siang Yin, there 
was an. official Chinese dinner of shark 
fins, pigeon eggs, wood fungus, lotos 
seeds, snails, mussels and bamboo 
shoots. 


At Tung Kuang the coolie natives re- 


ceived the Americans with hoots and 
howls, which presently developed into 
a rush and an assault with stones. Mr. 
Parsons was hit, but not much hurt. 
The troops surrounded the Americans 
and forced a way to the boats, which 
were within range of the gunboats. At 
the capital of Hunan, a city of 600,000 
called Chang Sha, the governor re- 
ceived the party reluctantly, but under 
orders gave them a safe passage. 
From the Siang the party turned into 
the country of the Lei river. At Yung 
Hsing, on the Lei, the houseboats were i 
abandoned and the carriers were load- I 
ed with supplies to follow the party 
on foot. For two days all the carriers 
save those loaded with beef extract 
and champagne got lost, and six meals 
were made on those strengthening and 
invigorating articles of diet. 


The famous Cbe Ling pass had been 


an intermediate goal, and at last, 500 
miles out of Hankow, it was reached. 
This pass divides the provinces of 
Hunnn and Kwang Tung and is reach- 
ed by n fine roadway thousands of 
years old. The party traveled by a 
branch of the Pei river to the valley, 
where at Ping Sze boats were taken 
for the remainder of the distance, 220 
miles, to Canton; 1,400 miles had been 
traveled, 750 of which had been walk- 
ed. Besides the rich industrial dis- 
tricts traversed, coalfields and other 
mineral districts had been discovered. 


This is the Ysehhan railway, for 


which the projectors have asked gov- 
ernment protection. When Executive 
Committeeman Whitridge was asked 
recently by a New York World re- 
porter what kind of protection the 
syndicate desired, he answered, "We 
have asked no more than is asked on 
behalf of our missionaries."

Rare Cargo Started From Frisco to 


the Smithsonian. Institution. 


A cargo of stuffed birds from the 


Hawaiian Islands en route for the 
Smithsonian institution in Washing- 
ton arrived in San Francisco about the 
first of July and is expected to reach 
Washington in a few days. A consid- 
erable delay has necessarily occurred 
by reason of the fact that permission 
had to be obtained from the treasury 
department to bring the cargo into the 
United States free of duty. This per- 
mission has now been obtained and 
the shipment started for Washington. 
the collection at the Smithsonian insti- 
tution, but it is believed that it will 
form a very valuable acquisition and 
that, it has been obtained at a very 
low price. In all there are about 450 
specimens in the collection, the cost of 
which was between $400 and §500. 
Among other things it is known that 
the cargo contains a number of speci- 


Very little is known in detail as to 


mens of a very rare hawk, the buteo 
eolitarious, which sell for §25 apiece. 
It is understood that there are more 
specimens of this bird in the collection 
than are to be found in all the muse- 
ums put together. 


The collection was made by H. F. 


Henshaw, formerly of the bureau of 
ethnology, but now traveling in Ha- 
waii for his health. Most of the birds 
in the cargo which he has just shipped 
were taken on the island of Hawaii 
itself, and Mr. Henshaw expects to 
use the amount received for the collec- 
tion in exploring the other and more 
remote islands of the group in search 
of new specimens, says the Washing- 
ton Post. 


Thi* shipment of birds from Hawaii 


has an especial value at this time, as 
the native birds of the islands are said 
to be becoming extinct owing to the 
introduction of fowls from the United 
States and Asia. Within recent times 
a species of tailless rail, the native 
goose of the island of Hawaii, and the 
native duok have practically disap- 
peared. The introduction of the mine- 
bird, a starling from India, the weaver 
bird from the East Indies, the turtle 
dove from India, the California par- 
tridge and to a lesser extent the Cali- 
fornia house finch has proved very de- 
structive to the native birds.

THE PROPOSED HOSPITAL RULE 


In Regard to Payment of Physicians 


Discussed Yesterday To be 


, Decided Soon 


An important conference was held 


yesterday afternoon between the com- 
mittee of the hospital board of control 
and the committee from the hospital 
staff, in regard to the resolutions pre- 
sented by the physicians some time 
ago on the yuestion of payment from 
the patients at the hospital. The com- 
mittees discussed the matter fully, and 
the board of control committee will 
make its report at the meeting of the 
board next week Saturday, when the 
matter will be finally decided. 


The resolution of the physicians was 


that the attending physicians at the 
hospital each month should not be re- 
quired to care for those patients free 
who if attended at their homes would 
pay for the physician's services. This 
was especially with regard to patients 
sent by corporations from out of the 
city to be cared for at the hospital. 
The physicans, give their services dur- 
the months when they are the attend- 
ing physicians, and it is felt that the 
privilege of hospital treatment has 
been abused. 


The meeting yesterday afternoon was 


to discuss some of the points which are 
doubtful in the position of the doctors, 
and to have the matter perfectly un- 
derstood, as it is one of considerable 
importance. 


GENERAL DALTON'S REPORT 


On Militia in the War. Col. Clark's 


Story, and Important Statistics 


An especially interesting report is 


that of Adjutant General Dalton, just 
from the press. It is of historic value 
because of the momentous experiences 
of the Massachusetts militia in the war 
of 1898, which are succinctly narrated 
within its covers. The story of each 
command accepted for the United 
States volunteers is given by its colonel 
Much of this has already been pub- 
lished from the advance sheets, but 
now that all have been bound together 
in one compact volume of 409 pages, 
they will be read with great interest. 


Colonel Embury P. Clark leads off 


with the story of the Second Massa- 
chusetts volunteers at El Caney and El 
Pozo road, together with the night at- 
tack on San Juan hill and the surren- 
der of Santiago, in which actions the 
regiment had nine killed and thirty- 
nine wounded. Out of 943 men, of 
whom 55 per cent, had never had mili- 
tary training before their enrollment, 
the total loss by death was ninety- 
eight, or a little more than 10 per cent, 
of the total strength, while of the ac- 
tual members of the regiment, who had 
served in the Massachusetts militia, 
the number of deaths for the entire 
year was but forty-seven. 


The figures have been variously 


given of the number of men furnished 
by Massachusetts for United States 
service in the war with Spain. The 
number now definitely fixed for this re- 
port Is 12,225 for all branches of ser- 
vice, of which number 7470 were in the 
state militia organizations, and 4755 
joined the regular service. The card 
index shows 10,459 men for the army, 
and ]910 for the navy and marines, the 
discrepancy being due to lack of re- 
turns from the volunteer engineer com- 
pany enlisted in Massachusetts. This 
total is thus increased to 12, 369. 


The whole number of deaths officially 


given are 271 men of which less than 
100 were in the active militia at the 
outbreak of the war, or about 30 per 
cent, of the total of those who died had 
seen militia service for the state.

of what is termed auburn hair. 
She 


was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Nel- 
son C. Phillips, from whom she inherited 
a very considerable fortune, and with 
her sister, Ella, made her home with her 
uricle. 


Mr. Kennedy is 23 years of age, and 


possesses not only good looks, but much 
of the wit and ready tongue for which 
the Celt is noted.

Cowes, July 20.—Shamrock has de- 


feated Britannia again. BotK yachts 
carried club topsails. A good start was

MOM 
than 100 arrests were made and prob- 
ably as great a number of persons were 
injured by the free use of the night 
sticks, but even Chief Devery believes, 
together with his inspectors, that'more 
forcible measures than that will have to 
be adopted. New York has not seen such 
rioting in many a day. 


At 10:20 last night all operations on the 


Second avenue line were suspended. 
None of the officials of the comp'any 
would assign a reason for withdrawing 
the cars, but the strikers claimed that 
the company did not have men enough to 
run them. The last car was housed aboul 
10:30 and a heavy guard of policemen was 
put about the power house.

THE KAMOTJS GIN LAW. 


How It Was Received and evaded by the 


English Public. 


This famous "gin law," passed in 


1786, 
is interesting as tbe earliest se- 


vere blow at liquor dealing among civ- 
ili?.ed nations. It levied a tax of 30s. a 
gallon on spirits, aud a license of £50 
for any one selling or dealing in them. 
Aud, 
being in advance of public opin- 


ion, it failed, much as other more 
stringent prohibition laws have failed 
in our own day. For tho cry was at 
once raised that it taxed tho poor man's 
gin and Jet the rich man's wine go 
free. Every wit, every caricaturist, had 
his fling at it. Ballads were hawked 
around telling of the approaching 
death of Mother Qin. The liqnor shops 
•were hung with black anil celebrated 
uproariously Mme. Geneva's lying iu 
state, her funeral, her -wake and so on. 
Tho night before the law went into 
effect, so tho contemporary journals 
gay, there was a universal revel all 
over tho country. Every one drank his 
fill aud carried home as mubh gin be- 
sides as he could pay for. 


To evade the law apothecaries sold 


it in vials and small packages, some- 
times colored and disguised, generally 
under false labels, such as "Colio 
Water," "Make Shift," "Ladies' De- 
light." There were printed directions 
on some of these packages—e. g., "Take 
two or three spoonfuls three or four 
times a day, or as often as the fit takes 
you." Informers-were very prominent 
and exceedingly offensive, inventing 
snares to catch lawhreakers for the sake 
of the heavy rewards, and spying and 
sneaking around in a way particularly 
distasteful to the English mind. In con- 
sequence they suffered in their turn. 
The mere cry, "Liquor spy!" was 
enough to raise a mob in the London 
streets, and the informer was lucky if 
he escaped with a sound thrashing and 
a ducking in tbe Thames or the nearest 
horse pond. Indeed, such an outcry was 
made about the matter that the minis- 
try became very unpopular, and the 
law was not enforced after two or three 
years, and was largely modified in 1748, 
after seven years' trial.—Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly. 


THE FIRST SNOWFALU. 


A Curious and Bare Book. 


The most curious as well as one of 


the rarest books known to collectors is 
the edition of the Vulgate issued by 
Pope Sixtus V, some time between 
1685 and 1590. The book, as Disraeli 
describes it, "fairly swarmed with er- 
rata." So numerous were they that a 
number of printed paper slips contain- 
ing the proper words were pasted over 
the blunders, and this device proving 
ineffectual on account of the immense 
number of mistakes, as many of the 
copies as could be found were called in 
and destroyed. Only a few remain, and 
the book with its paper patches com- 
mands an extremely high price.

If he is unfaithful to her, sjae cannot di- 
vorce him (in England) unless he has 
also committed the ungentlemanly sin 
ox* personal cruelty, and in all cases of 
divorce and separation it is a man's 
reading of tha man<made laws that en- 
tirely decides not only tha case, but the 
consequences, as to the custody of the 
children and the amount of alimony. 
And if, despairing of justice, the faith- 
ful wife endures patiently through life 
for the sake of her children's future, 
the English law permits an unfaithful 
husbnnd and father at death to will 
away every pguny of his property from 
his wife and children to a charity, n 
stranger or a mistress, possibly leaving 
those whom the law made his depend- 
ents dependent on the ratepayers of his 
parish. This is not possible in Scotlaud, 
nor was it formerly possible in England. 
The law of dower protected the widow 
until this century, when meu tinkered 
the law? so as to gain a larger latitude 
for themselves. The operation of this 
masculine privilege often gives oppor- 
tunity fcr cruel oppression not dreamed 
of by right minded men. In fact, it is 
only because the large majority of men 
are better than the laws allow them to

Accordingly a 
conference was held last \\ eek with the 
result that the North Adams candi- 
dates have now announced their with- 
drawal from the contest. The reason 
for this action is apparently because 
North Adams did not have any just 
claims upon the office.
